G.S.R 722(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (b) of sub-section (2) of Section 156 of the Indo- 
Tibetan Border Police Force Act, 1992 (35 of 1992), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules to 
further amend the Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force, Deputy 
Commandant (Transport) and Assistant Commandant 
(Transport) Recruitment Rules, 2002 namely:— 

1, Short Title and Commencement— (1) ThevSe rules 
may be called the Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force, Deputy 
Commandant (Transport) and Assistant Commandant 
(Transport) Recruitment Amendment Rules, 2007. 

( 1 ) 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Indo-Tibetan Border Police 
force. Deputy Commandant (Transport) and Assistant 
Commandant (Transport) Rules, 2002, m serial number 2 
elating to the post of Assistant Commandant 
Transport):— 

(i) in column (11), for the existing entry under 
the heading “50% by promotion failing which 

■' by deputation inclusive of deputation or re¬ 

employment of the armed forces personnel”, 
the following entry shall be substituted, 
namely;— 

“50% by promotion failing which by 
deputation inclusive of deputation followed 
by re-employment of the armed forces 
personnel.”; 

(ii) in column (12), for the existing entry under 
the heading “For Ex-seivicemen- Deputation 
or re-employment”, the following entry shall 


be substituted, namely:— 

“ Deputation followed by re-employment; 

The Armed Forces personnel due to retire or 
who are to be transferred to reserve within a 
period of one year and having requisite 
experience and qualification prescribe for 
deputationists shall also be considered. Such 
persons would be given deputation terms up 
to the date on which they are due for release 
from the Armed Forces personnel; thereafter 
they may be continued on re-employment.”.
